To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of Ten Thousand Five Hundred dollars for 
the purchase of a Sweeper for the Highway Department, and to 
authorize the Road Commissioners to trade a used street sweep- 
er as part payment therefor, or take action in relation thereto. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to accept the 
privateway known as extension of Driftway as a public road, 
as laid out by the Road Commissioners. 


Article 16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of One Thousand Three Hundred dollars 
for the improvement of the extension of Driftway, or take any 
action in relation thereto. 


Article 17. To see if the Town will vote to accept the 
privateway known as Glendale Road, as a public road, as laid 
out by the Road Commissioners.

REPORT OF THE 
HOPEDALE TOWN FINANCE COMMITTEE 


Mr. Moderator: 
To the Citizens of the Town of Hopedale: 


In accordance with its duty, as provided by the By-Laws 
of the Town of Hopedale, the Finance Committee has given 
careiul consideration to all Articles in the Town Warrant that 
involve the expenditure of money, and presents in this report 
its recommendations on such Articles. The Committee has ob- 
tained information from and consulted with various depart- 
ments and officials of the Town and believes that the appropria- 
tions it has recommended are the minimum amounts with which 
essential and necessary services can be rendered to the citizens. 


The appropriations for 1962 recommended by the Finance 
Committee amount to a total of $840,480 as compared with 
$819,990 for last year, an increase of $20,440. The largest in- 
creases are $26,000 in School Department expenses, $7,100 for 
street improvements and $4,000 for a portion of the cost of 
Hope Street Bridge woodwork and paving. The principal de- 
crease is from fire apparatus purchased in 1961,—$17,500. 
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Under Article 23 the Town will vote whether to raise and 
appropriate $54,000 for pavement of lasting character on the 
Hope Street Bridge. This includes replacement of all wood- 
work under the roadway and a new surface. The Finance Com- 
mittee recommends that there be raised by taxation $4,000 of 
this sum and that the balance of $50,000 of the appropriation 
be borrowed by the issuance of bonds which would be payable 
over a period of ten years. 


The Finance Committee recommends that under Article 
25 the sum of $65,000 be transferred from available funds to 
apply against the tax rate for 1962. The amount of the Town’s 
available funds (or ‘‘free cash’) at January 1, 1962 as certified 
by the State Director of Accounts, was $101,657. Last year 
there was $65,000 of available funds so used by the Annual 
meeting. 


If the recommendations of the Finance Committee are fol- 
lowed there will be, after the transfer from free cash, a net total 
of $775,430 (an increase of $20,440 over last year), to be used 
by the Assessors in fixing the tax rate. This year there are 
expected to be larger assessments from the County and smaller 
receipts from the State for the town’s share of income and corp- 
oration taxes. As shown below, these all increase the amount to 
be raised by taxation, and we estimate that the 1962 tax rate 
will be around $63.00, an increase of $3.50 over 1961.

VITAL STATISTICS 


Parents and others are requested to carefully examine the 
following lists and if any errors or omissions are discovered 
report them at once to the town clerk, that the record may be 
corrected, as it is of importance that the record of Vital Statis- 
tics should be complete. Herewith are extracts from the Gen- 
eral Laws of Massachusetts, Chapter 46. 


Section 3. Every physician, or hospital medical officer 
registered under Section nine of Chapter one hundred and 
twelve, in this chapter called officer, shall keep a record of the 
birth of every child in cases of which he was in charge showing 
date and place of birth, the name, if any, of the child, its sex 
and color, the name, age, birth place, occupation and residence 
(including the street number, if any) of each parent, the maiden 
name of the mother and the name of the physician or officer,

if any, personally attending the birth. If the child is illegitimate, 
the names of and other facts relating to the father shall not be 
set forth except upon written request of both the father and 
mother. Said physician or officer shall, within fifteen days after 
such birth, mail or deliver to the clerk or register of the town 
where such birth occurred, a report stating the facts herein 
above required to be shown on said record and also the said 
written request, if any provided, that is said report is not so 
made within forty-eight hours after such birth, said physician 
or officer shall, within said forty-eight hours, mail or deliver to 
said clerk, or registrar a notice stating the date and place of the 
birth, the street number, if any, the ward number, if in a city, 
and the family name. Upon presentation to him of a certificate 
of the town clerk stating that any such birth has been duly 
reported, the town treasurer shall pay to such physician or 
officer a fee of twenty-five cents for each birth so reported. 
Any physician or any such officer violating any provision of this 
section shall forfeit not more than twenty-five dollars. 


Section 4. A member or servant of a family in which a 
child is born, having knowledge of the facts required for record 
relative to such birth, shall furnish the same upon request of 
the clerk of the town where such child was born or its parents 
reside, or of any person authorized by him. Such member or 
servant refusing to furnish such facts shall be punished by fine 
not exceeding ten dollars. 


Section 6. Parents, within forty days after the birth of a 
child, and every householder, within forty days after a birth in 
his house, shall cause notice thereof to be given to the clerk of 
the town where such child is born. Every householder in whose 
house a death occurs and the oldest next of kin of a deceased 
person in the town where the death occurs shall, within five days 
tere cause notice thereof to be given to the board of 

ealth.

REPORT OF THE TREE WARDEN AND 
SUPERINTENDENT OF INSECT PEST CONTROL 


Hopedale, Massachusetts 
December 31, 1962 


To the Board of Selectmen: 
Hopedale, Massachusetts 
Gentlemen: 


I submit to you my report as Tree Warden and Supt. of 
Insect Pest Control for the year ending Dec. 31, 1962. 


Sixteen trees have been planted along the streets to re- 
place trees that have had to be removed. The varieties are Dog- 
wood, Rock Maple, Norway Maple and Crimson King Maples. 
The main cause of loss is Dutch Elm Disease and Verticillum 
Wilt which is causing loss in the Maple population. Everything 
is being done that can be, to combat both of these diseases. 


Broken and dead limbs have been removed from over the 
streets and side walks on all streets in town. 
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All streets were checked and sprayed, where needed, for 
the control of Poison Ivy. I have provided, anyone who requests 
it, a hand sprayer and material so they may spray their own 
property for Poison Ivy. 


On April 4th DDT impregnated granules were dispersed 
into swamp areas by helicopter for Mosquito control. 


On April 4th and 16th Elm trees were given a dormant 
spray by hydraulic equipment for control of the Elm Bark 
Beetle. 


On May 25th and 27th an aerial spray was applied to the 
whole town for general insect pest control. 


On July 5th an aerial spray was applied for Mosquito con- 
trol. 


I wish to thank the Draper Corporation, The Grafton and 
Upton Railroad and all individual property owners, who co- 
operated in such a fine manner in disposing of Diseased Elm 
trees.

When a pupil first enters the public schools of the Town 
of Hopedale he must present a birth certificate and a vaccina- 
tion certificate. 


Any pupil who has been out of school on account of any 
contagious disease shall not return to school unless he has se- 
cured from the attending physician, or the school physician, 
or his representative, a health certificate stating that all danger 
of contagion is over. 
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The No-School signal is 2-2-2-2. When the No-School 
Signal is sounded at 7:15 A.M., it closes all schools for all day. 
When the No-School Signal is sounded at 7:30 A.M., it closes 
the kindergarten and grades one through six all day, but the 
junior-senior high school will be in session. When the No- 
School Signal is sounded at 12:30 P.M., it closes the kinder- 
garten and grades one through six for the afternoon. An 
effort will be made to have the signal announced on Radio Sta-

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


The Librarian respectfully submits the seventy-seventh an- 
nual report. 


During the year of 1962, The Bancroft Memorial Library 
and its Branch at South Hopedale have continued to give li- 
brary services to the people of Hopedale to the best of their 
ability. Although our gain in circulation was not as large as 
for the year 1961, we are pleased to report some increase in the 
number of volumes loaned. The total circulation figures for the 
year are 49,755 as against 48,330 for 1961. 


In June we lost Miss Gloria Carbone from our staff when 
she left to work at the Milford Hospital. Miss Dorothea Mc- 
Queen has joined our staff as a part time worker. Miss McQueen 
is a Senior at the Junior-Senior High School and spends most 
of her time helping in the Children’s Room. 


Mrs. Marjorie Hattersley, the Children’s Librarian, again 
reports over 100 new borrowers in her department and a steady 
increase in her circulation. Three story hours have been held 
during the year for Grades 1 through 4. Four teachers have 
brought their classes to the library to visit and learn a little 
of the use of a library. A summer reading program was con- 
ducted for Grades 4, 5 and 6 called “The Bookworm” in which 
14 children were registered. ‘“‘Wee Reader’s” certificates were 
presented to 52 children of Grades 1, 2 and 3. During Chil- 
dren’s Book Week in November Mrs. Hattersley visited the 
three 6th grades, displayed some of the new books and gave 
book reviews. In June, 1962, 39 large and 276 small state certi- 
ficates were presented to the children who read the required 
number of books. There were 315 certificates presented, an in- 
crease of 125 over last year. 


During National Library Week in April, we followed our 
usual custom of displaying both adult and juvenile books in the 
window of the Food Center. During this time the two librarians 
gave book reviews to the women of the Tri-Amity group of the 
Union Church and their guests. 
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Children’s Book Week occurred in November and on Fri- 
day, November 16th of that week the Library held an Open 
House from 2 to 8 P.M. The public was invited to visit the Li- 
brary to see what services we are able to offer them. Refresh- 
ments were served and the staff was assisted by members of the 
various organizations and churches. Mrs. Stearns, the Librarian 
at the Junior-Senior High School, and the members of her Li- 
brary Science Club cooperated with us and gave freely of their 
time. Several members of the Hopedale Garden Club decorated 
the library and there were new adult and juvenile books on dis- 
play and also a table of books on hobbies. 


All the walls of the adult section of the Library were fresh- 
ly painted during the month of July, so the Library now pre- 
sents a bright “new look’’. 


The Bancroft Memorial Library is now a member of the 
Central Regional Area of Massachusetts which has its head- 
quarters in Fitchburg. Our library will be able to borrow books 
for Hopedale residents and hopes in the near future to have 
various titles available here. 


The thanks of the Staff and Trustees again go to the many 
people who gave books, magazines and paper backs during the 
past year. The Garden Club has continued to put flower ar- 
rangements in the library each month. This same club has 
done Memorial planting around the fountain and at the back 
near the Children’s Room entrance. Several people have con- 
tributed to this in memory of members of their families and a 
plaque, presented by Mrs. Irvin Ammen, hangs in the foyer, 
listing the names of the donors. Mrs. Margaret Draper Kearns 
gave a gift of money in memory of Mr. Harry A. Billings, a 
former trustee. Gifts of money were also given by Mr. and 
Mrs. J. Craig Huff, Jr. in memory of Mr. Billings and Mr. 
Alfred Lovejoy. 


My heartfelt thanks go to the Trustees and Staff for their 
support in helping to make 1962 such a successful year.
